Litchfield on Tuesday, the | 1th day of March, next at one 
of the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


|. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To bring in your votes for delegates to the Presi- 
dential nominating convention. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for the Public Library. 


5. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to Memorial Day and make appropriation for same. 


6. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
a Halloween Party for the children and make appropriation 
for the same. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $52.00 (1 /100th of one percent 
of the Town's valuation based on the 1951 assessment) to 
the Merrimack Valley Region Association for the purpose 
of publicizing and promoting the natural advantages and 
resources of the town in cooperation with the other 37 
communities in this Region, or act in relation thereto. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid for permanent improvements of highways. The town 
must raise $153.05 and the State will contribute $1020.33. 


9. To see it the town will vote to build the Frank 
Corning Road complete extending the road direct to the 
Charles Bancroft Highway eliminating the Y and use the 
balance of the money on tarring the other roads. 


|0. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to present zoning laws. 


|1. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for support and maintenance of the Fire Department. 


|2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow in anticipation of taxes for the year 1952. 


13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Civilian Defense it so requested by the State. 


14. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
cutting trees on Bixby Lot. Cutting to be done under 
State Forestry Department supervision. 


I5. To see if the town will vote to adopt a plan for 
extending to employees of the town the benefits of title || 
of the Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age and Survivor's 
Insurance) as authorized by Chapter 234 of the Laws of 
195! and to raise and appropriate the sum to detray the 
town's share of the cost thereot. 
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I6. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if the 
town will authorize the selectmen to execute on behalf of 
the town the necessary agreement with the State of New 
Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and to see if the 
town will designate the Town Treasurer as the officer to be 
responsible for the administration of the plan.

Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to 
cover the expense of such audit.

19. To see if the town will vote to have the business 
meeting in the future at 7:30 P.M. 


20. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting and read minutes of said meet- 


ing.

Submitted herewith is the report of an audit and exam- 
ination of the accounts of the Town of Litchfield which was 
made by this Division, acting under authority of Chapter 
82, Section 27, of the Revised Laws ot New Hampshire, 
which provides in part as follows: 


"Audit on Motion of Commission. The commission 
may cause an audit to be made of the accounts of any 
city, town, school district, village district or precinct, 
as often as once in two years, or whenever conditions 
appear to it to warrant such. ***" 


This audit covered the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1950, and the period from January Ist to November 
13th, 1951. Exhibits as hereatter listed are included as part 
of the report which is made up in two sections as follows: 


Section | — Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1950. 
Section Il—Period January Ist to November 13, 1951. 
Scope Of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets — Dec. 31, 1949-Dec. 31, 
1950: (Exhibit A) 
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Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1949 
and December 31, 1950, are presented in Exhibit A. As 
indicated therein, the Surplus decreased by $171.21 during 
the year 1950. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year 1950 is made in Exhibit B, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures—Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits C & D) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1950, are presented in Exhibits 
C and D. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit D), 
a net overdraft of appropriations of $987.77, less a net 
revenue surplus of $790.62, resulted in a net budget deficit 
of $197.15. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1950, made up in accordance 
with the uniform classification of accounts, is included in 
Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer's balance as of November 


13th, 1951, is indicated in Exhibit H. 
Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were check- 
ed by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from state- 
ments obtained from depository banks. 
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General Comments 


Accounts of Selectmen: 
(Road Agent's Payrolls) 


The Road Agent's payrolls were not available at the 
time of audit. The Road Agent is paid the total amount of 
each payroll and, in turn, pays the individual employees 
whose names appear thereon. Signatures of all employees 
should be affixed to the payrolls and, after this has been 
done, the payrolls should be turned over to the Selectmen 
by the Road Agent. They should then be filed with the 


vouchers issued in payment thereof. 


(Tax Warrant} 


The tax warrant should be sealed before it is commit- 
ted to the Collector. Either the town seal should be im- 
pressed thereon or individual seals affixed after the signa- 
tures of the Selectmen. 


(Expense Accounts) 


Detailed statements should be filed with vouchers is- 
sued in payment of the Selectmen's expense accounts. 


Tax Collector 


The Tax Collector has followed the practice of deposit- 
ing tax funds in his personal bank account and issuing checks 
to the Treasurer from this account when making remit- 
tances. It is not good procedure for a town official to co- 
mingle town and personal funds and it is recommended that 
this practice be discontinued. Surety companies in similar 
situations have refused to issue bonds under the circum- 
stances. Tax funds should be remitted directly to the Treas- 
urer by the Collector in the form in which they are received. 
Remittances should be made to the Treasurer at least 
monthly as required by law and should include all funds 
received to the date of remittance. 
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It is also recommended that the Collector adopt the 
use of the regular form of Collector's Cash Book. Unless this 
is done it is very difficult to segregate tax collections and 
redemptions from tax sales by years of tax levy and to 
make the proper reports to the Treasurer. 


The Collector should also maintain the prescribed form 
of book in which to record tax sale accounts. Such accounts 
should be kept entirely separate from the tax warrant ac- 
counts and remittances to the Treasurer on account of re- 
demptions from tax sales should be designated as such. Im- 
mediately after the tax sale the Collector should be given a 
town check for the total amount of all taxes bought by the 
town, which would include the taxes, interest to date of sale 
and costs and fees incident thereto. Each individual piece 
of property sold should then be entered in the record of 
tax sales book, indicating the amount of tax, interest to 
date of sale, costs and fees and total amount tor which the 
property was sold. Redemptions from tax sales should sub- 
sequently be credited therein to the proper accounts. 


Town Clerk: 


Not all of the 1950 motor vehicle permits issued by 
the Town Clerk were available for purposes of audit be- 
cause of the established custom of destroying the permit 
cards each year after the town auditors have completed 
their examination. It is recommended that the permit cards 
be retained for a period of six years before being de- 
stroyed. 


The Clerk should make monthly remittances of funds 
received trom the issuance of motor vehicle permits, as 
required by Section 22, Chapter | 16, of the Revised Laws 
of New Hampshire. 


The prescribed form of Town Clerk's Cash Book for 
recording individual motor vehicle permits and dog licenses 
as issued was recommended and its use has been adopted. 
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A fitty cent transfer fee should be charged by the 
Clerk each time a motor vehicle transter permit is issued, . 
in addition to the regular cost of the permit. 


Trust Funds: 


Our examination of the Trust Fund securities included 
only the savings bank books as the other securities were not 
available for purposes of audit. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions ot Section 31, Chapter 211, of the laws 
ot 1939, require that this report or a summary of its essen- 
tial features shall be published in the next annual town re- 
port. This letter of transmittal should be included in its en- 
tirety but the inclusion of Exhibits is optional. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Litchfield for their assistance during the course of the audit.
